Murderer Was Canght and Confessed 


the Crime—Negro IMinister's 


and Fingers Were Cut Off, 


By Telegrapn to THK Tntra. 


Palmetto, Ga., April 24 —The body 


of Elijah.Strickland, a negro impli- 
cated by Sam Hase in killing Albert 
Crawford, was found hanging to a 
tree one mile from town this morn- 
ing. His ears and flgors were out 
off. A placard was put on the body 
reading: 
"We must protect our 


Southern women." Strickland was 
a negro minister sixty years old. 
Sam Hase, who was burned to death 
near Newman yesterday, had ad- 
mitted that he killed Crawford, bnt 
said Strickland had paid him $12 to 
commit the crime. 


The crowd that captured Strick- 


land held a public trial hearing wit- 
nesses about his oharcter. Most of 
the witnesses spoke well of him, bnt 
some give him a bad name. The 
court adjourned to the woods and 
the trial was continued till daylight. 
Strickland was hung up three time,* 
to get him to confess, but he strenu- 
ously denied all connection with the 
crime. At daylight a crowd decided 
to take him to the jail at Fairburn. 
What happened to him afterward is 
not told except that 
he was 


found dead.

T«rrible Fate of a Negro Brut* Who 


Perpetrated a Diabolical Double Crime 
by Enterlne :Uie Lonely Home of a Be- 
•peotable White Farmer, Braining the 
Hnalmad nnd KavUhlng tlie Person ol 
the Helpless Wife. 
Newnan, Ga., April 24.—Sam Hose, 


a brutal negro, who committed d dia- 
bolical double .crime, was burned at. the 
stake in a public road one and a half 
miles from here. Nearly 2,000 frenzied 
persons witnessed the execution. 


Before the torch -was touched to the 


pyre the negro was deprived of. his 
ears, fingers and other portions of his 
anatomy. The negro pleaded pitifully 
for his life when the mutilating was 
going on, but stood the fire with sur- 
prising fortitude. Before the body was 
cool it was cut to pieces, the bones 
were crushed into small bits, and even 
the tree upon which the wretch met 
his fate was torn up and disposed of as 
eeuvenirs. 
The negfb'B heart was cut 


In several pieces, as was also his liver. 
ITiose unable to obtain the ghastly rel- 
ics direct paid their more fortunate 
jogB«8s<jr6 extravagant sums for them. 
Small pieces of bone went for 25 cents, 
aad a bit of the liver, crisply cooked, 
•oft for 10 cents. 


'The body burned for half an hour. 


As soon as the negro was seen to be 
dead there was a tremendous strug- 
gle among the crowd -which had wit- 
nessed his tragic end to secure souve- 
nirs. 
A rush was made for the stake, 


aad those near the body were forced 
against it and had to fight for their 
freedom. 
Knives were quickly pro- 


duced and the body was soon dismem- 
bered.

farmer, and outraged his wife 10 days 
ago; 
Since that time business in this

Before being put to death 


the negro said that he had been paid 
?12 by "Lige" Strickland, a

preacher at Palmetto, to kill Cranford^ 


The mob was composed of citizens 


of Newnan, Griffin, Palmetto and other 
little towns in the country round about 
Newnan, and of all the farmers who 
had received word that the burning 
•was to take place. 


Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, former gov- 


ernor of Georgia, met the mob a* he 
•was returning from church and appeal- 
ed to them to let the law take its 
course. In addressing the mob he uaed 
these words: 


"Some of you are known to me, and 


when thia affair IB finally settled in the 
court* you may depend upon it that I 
will testify against you." 


A member of the mob -was seen to 


•raw a revolver and level it at Govern- 
or Atkinson, but his arm was seized 
aad the pistol taken from him. The 
»ob was frantic at delays and would 
tear to nothing but burning at the 
Stake. 


The governcr has been asked to send 


troops here to preserve order for a day 
or two, as it is feared the negroes may 
wreak vengeance, many threats to that 
effect having been made.

Stoned hy Negrous, 


Atlanta, Ga., April 24.—One speciaJ 


and two regular trains carried nearly 
4,000 people to Newnan to witness the 
burning of Sam Hoso or to visit the 
scene of the horrible affair.
